]jeriod ol' two years beyond 3()lh September. 1988 
i. e. from 1-10-1988 to 30-9-1990, Accordingly, import 
licences under this arrangement will hercinaftc) l)e 
issued with a superscription ; 

“Protocol between India and Yugoslavia dated 
29-7-1985 read with new Protocol datcti 
21-0-1988”. 

2. The Special Banking Arrangement would al>i‘ 
be in force for a further period of 2 years, namely, 
bom 29-8-1988 to 28-8-1990. Neccssaiy extension 
arrangement will he concluded between the State 
Bank of India and Yugobank.i, It was also agreed 
under the new Piolocol that the list of commodities 
to be exchanged under this arrangement would in¬ 
clude the basket of commodities exchanged earlier 
and also other items as may be mutually agreed bet¬ 
ween STC, the nodal agency on the Indian side and 
Yugoslav Chamber of Economy, the nodal agency on 
the Yugoslav side. Teitets ol Credit can, tbcrchue, 
be opened upto 28-8-1990 and the exchange of goods 
as per Annexure 'A' and ‘B’ attached to Public No¬ 
tice No. 47-ITC(PN) |85-88 dated 18-11-1985 and all 
other items'as may be mutually agreed between ST’C 
and Yugoslav Chamber of Economy can be effected 
by 30-9-1990 at the latest. The imports and exports 
to be made In pursuance ot the saitl agreement m-e 
subject to the provisions of the Import k Export Po¬ 
licy in-force. All olhcf terms and conditions conUti- 
neil in Public Notice No. 47-ITC (PN) [85-38 datetl 
13-11-1985 will continue to apply.
